any policy of inumigration at all calculated to meet the admitted need of this 
country for a larger population It only a superficial study is given to this 
whole subject, the opposition of these classes#to*the bringing in of tens of 
thousand new settiers is not surprising The trouble is. that most people 
are coni@nt with a superficial study, and will not even listen to those who 
have delved deeply into the problem. 

A glance back over Canada’s history establishes the fact beyond all pos 
sibility of dispute that the most prosperous period in the Dominion’s lite em 
braces those years between 1900 and the outbreak of war in 1914. We dis 
ecard the war yeate because the industrial activity and prosperity of those 
hectic years were the result of war's demands and was not founded on any 
permanent or sound economic t z 

What caused the great activ ty and prosperity of the decade and a half 
following 1900 during which unemployment was unknown, and. the chiel 
problem lay in obtaining workers to turn out supplies of all kinds fast enough 
to. meet the demand? What was it that led manv&acturers to build large 
additions to their plants, to build new factories, and to increase thely perman- 
ent payrolls with, tens of thousands of men? . Why w t that during the 
period under review “scores of straggling Western vil 8 grew into towns, 
and towns which had been at-a standstill for long years suddenly deyeloped 
intO busy, modern cities? 

Some people will answer—the enormous railway 
taking place. But this is only a partial answer. It is necessary to go far- 
ther back to obtain the true answer. What made all the railway construe 
tion necessary? People living in this country at that time know the answer. 
Immigration to Canada had commenced on a‘scale previously unknown. By 
boatload and trainload people poured in almost daily: Millions of aeres of 
land were brought ander cultivation. These people required building 
materials, farm ‘equipment, supplies of all kinds: In turn the agricultural 
production of the West increased by leaps and bounds, until the marketing 
season each Fall was the signal for acute congestion on.all the existing lines 
of railway, and millions of bushels of grain lay unprotected on the ground 
awaiting shipment. The, Dominion Parliament and. Provincial Legislatures 
were inundated with demand-for enlarged transportation facilities, more 
grain elevators, increased outlets 

It was immigration on a large seale which made railway construction ab 
solutely necessary. It waS immigration which created the demand for more 
goods of every description and which made the enlargement of existing fac- 
tories and the erection of new ones imperative. Tt was the settlement of 
hitherto vacant lands which turned villages into towns, and towns into cities, 
and forced the construction of buildings, pavements, sewers, waterworks, elec- 
tric light and power plants, street railways, etc., and built up modern cities 
like Winnipeg, Brandon, Regina, Saskatoon, Moose Jaw, Calgary, Lethbridge 
and Edmonton, 

It was immigration which created the enormous demand for wi orkers dur- 
ing the period in question and gent wages on their upward way. Immigra- 
tion did not result in unemployment; it created work on a scale previously 
unknown in, Canada. It was increase in population, through immigration, 
which transformed .the sparsely setiled North-West Territories into the Proy- 
inces of Saskatchewan and Alberta. It was increased population, through 
immigration, which made possible the extensive telephone systems of the 
Canadian West; it was as a result of immigvation that hundreds of jsolated 
districts were enabled to erect schools whick previously had been denied to 
them because of paucity of numbers to support them. 

Nobody able and willing to work lacked employment in those days.  Re- 
lief bureaus were unknown, People were happy, contented and prosperous, 

proud of the land in which they and their children were getting alead, 

Yet unthinking people today denounce immigration, and oppose the tak 
ing of steps to again encourage people to come to Canada and assist in the 
development of its unrivalled wealth of natural resources because, they say, 
it will mean increased unemployment, 
in the standard of Hving. This is their theory or contention, 
sound. It is mot borne out by the facts of history, “What has been cited 
regarding Canada betweén 1900 and 1914 was equally true of the United 
States during a long period of years when immigration to that country was in 
full tide, 

Canada has now tried the policy ef keeping immigrants out for a period 
of years. It has not prevented unemployment; it has not resuited in greater 
prosperity for all; it has not led to development. of the Dominion’s resources. 

Let the artizan, the laborer, the clerk, the man on a small salary toiling 
to make ends meet during a period of eommercial stagnation, give seriqus 
consideration to these things, and not: off-hand condemn immigration because 
of some preconceived idea based on a most superficial study of economic 
“problems. - Insteaé of opposing immigration, Cahada's workers should be 
among the foremost advocates of an aggressive immigration policy, lt is in 
their own as well as their count interests, ;

We are united by strong 
friendship, both to the Mother Coun- 
try and to our neighbor-brother, and 
can, we think, view the matter impar 
tially. May I briefly discuss.the case? 

You frankly agree that such por 
tions of the Allied loans as were ex 
pended for munitions and other fight- 
ing purposes,’ were used for the bene 


fit of all, and that the debts may fair 
ly be reduced to this extent. 
When your country declared war 


you took your place beside the Allies 
to prosecute the struggle as a joint 
enterprise. You required over a year 
for preparation, and during that time 
the Allies gave to the cause one mil- 
lion lives, besides. billions .of their 
owh money. You could not help with 
men, but you did help financially. The 
ciaim now that you were only lending 
while they were giving so. contrary to 
all ideas of co-operation and justice, 
that it will not stand even a moment's 
investigation. Were your dollars 
worth more than their lives? _ 

During the whole war in actually 
killed, France iost 2,100,000;° Britain, 
1,500,000; Italy, 1,000,000; the- United 
States, -50,000; Canada, 52,000, 
lives their was no equality of sacri 
fice; must there also be no equality in 
finance? 

Ineed not dwell further on these 
points, for you admit that money bor- 
rowed for military purposes should be 
deducted from the socalled debts. 
Coming from the head of the Govern- 
ment Commission which made the. ad- 
vances, this declaration should carry 
great weight with the American peo 
ple. Its general atceptance would 
be a first step towards a fair solution. 

You hold, however, that money ap- 
plied to\purposes not strictly military 
should be repaid. You also hold that 
the United States has counter-claims. 

Among non-military items you list 
food for Britain’s civilian population. 
This food, purchased at inflated 
prices, was sold much below cost, and 
the proceeds were at once applied to 
strictly milliary purposes. Was it 
not all therefore a war expenditure? 

You also suggest that Britain should 
have transported American. troops 
without. charge. Why? The ves- 
sels were private property, and their 
owners had .to be reimbursed. Why 
should Britain. pay for their use while 
they were transporting American 
troops? American railways were 
likely under Government control. 
Should they have carried without 
charge the munitions purchased by 
the Allies? Britain, of course gladly 
furnished the naval squadrons that 
convoyed the transports. ‘ 

You make out a better case on an- 
other point, Any aniount paid to J. 
P. Morgan & Co, to cover an over- 
draft of the British Government on 
April 6th, 1917, is in a different cate- 
gory, as it represents expenditures 
before the United States became one 
of the associates. 

» But there is another point, , Your 
advances were limited to covering 
purchases in the United States, which 
incidentally benefitted your own peo- 
ple, practically the only exception be- 
ing for Russia. No other nation im- 
posed such a restriction. Was this 
quite in harmony with full coopera- 
tion, and with the wealth and digniiy 
of your country? If a broader view 
‘ might wisely have been taken, and the 
restriciion had not been imposed, Bri- 
tain would not have had to continue 
to finance the domestic requirements 
of her Allies, and would today owe 
your Government nothing, for she 
would have paid for her own Aneri- 
ean purchases in cash, It then be 
comes of.no importance for what pur 
pose the money was used, and even 


the Morgan overdraft drops out of 


sight.

“No Government Interference,” Says 

New Head of Government 

Railways 

Sir Henry Thornton, newly-appoint 
ed President of the Canadian National 
Railways, was the guest of honor at a 
banquet tendered: by thé Montreal 
Board of Trade, In replying to the 
speeches in his honor, Sir Henry 
poke, in part, as follows: 

‘It is with a feeling of gratitude 
that I rise, first, to thank Mr. Beatty 
for the generous and kind words he 
has spoken with respect to the Cana- 
dian National Railways and myself, 
and, secondly, to thank you all for the 
cordial way in which you have recely- 
ed his statements, |The fact that the 
President of the Canadian Pacific 
Railway has done me the honor of 
proposing my bealth is _in itself a 
compliment which any rallwayman 
would appreciate, for we in the trans- 
portation Industry regard the Cana- 
dian Pacific Railway as one of the 
best. managed and one of the most 
ef§cient railways. Its original con- 
ception was courageous and states 
manlike, and its subsequent adminis- 
tration has reflected credit wpon all 
who have been connected with it. 

“The amalgamation of constituent 
railways now ‘known as the Cana- 
dian National Railways has for the 
last two -years shown an improving 
financial ‘position, although the posi- 
tion is not today what any. one of us 
would wish. The fact, however, that 
the position is improving shows, that 
it will yield to treatment, and reflects 
much credit upon those who, until the 
appointment of the present adminis- 
tration, were charged with the admin- 
istration of the constituent properties. 

“Much has been said about. the. dan- 
gers of political interference with our 
railways, and this is at least one sub- 
ject upon which I can speak with 
emphasis and authority. 

“Let it*be emphatically understood, 
now and once for all, that there is to 
be no political interference, direct or 
indirect, in the administration and 
working of the Canadian National 
Railways. I cannot put it any more 
forcefully without transgressing the 
rules of polite speech, and if 1 knew 


of any words which would make this lessnegs. 


point more clear, I should unhesilat- 
ingly employ them. 
ister has solemnly assured me that 
there: is to be no political interfer- 
ence, and it was with ‘this distinct 
understanding that I accepted the post 
to which the Government has done me 
the honor to offer. It is vital to the 
success of our railways, and any 
other procedure spells inevitable dis- 
aster, = 

“Il know that political interference 
presents itself in many seductive 
disguises, and sometimes it tends to 
make itself felt -in many unknown 
ways. Of all this IT am fully aware, 
but let me again repeat that there is 
to be no political interference or in- 
fluence in, the adimipistration of the 
Canadian National Railways. And 
while I amon the subject, let me go 
one step further. Constructive cri- 
ticism, born of a desire to improve 


conditions, is helpful and will be 
welcome, Other varielles, which are 
intended to be destructive may be 
ignored. Any individudl who can 


tell me how I can do my job better 
will be regarded as a friend. Every 
opportunity will be given for a full 


discussion before decisions are made, 


but made they must be, 
ness, 


with firm- 
courage and no undue waste of 
time. When once made, they must 
be maintained, “Any other - policy 
will reduce your railway to a spine- 
less nuisance, with nobody to kick 
nor a soul to damn, 

“Therefore, the railway administra- 
(idn must be master fn its own: house, 
and, in the interests of efficient man- 
agement, no interference of any sort 
can be tolerated. 

“In conclusion, I want to thank the 
Board of Trade of Montreal for their 
kindness and hospitality in giving me 
an opportunity te meet so many rep 
resentative eilizens of the Dominion, 
and to thank each of you who have 
patiently listened to what I am afraid 
of necessity has been. a somewhat 
rambling discourse, full of generali 
es and characterized by nothing 
particularly definite. But, as I have 
Said, had I spoken a year hence, I 
might have gong much more to the 
point than is possible now, I am not 
80 foolish as to imagine that single 
handed I can solve the difficult rail- 
way probléms which confront us; not 
only the board and myself but every 
citizen of Canada. Nor am I so silly 
as to imagine that if these problems 
could be solved single-handed, I am 
the only one who could do it.” 

“It happens, however, that\ \I have 
been asked to tackle the job. have 
gone into it with a full knowledge of 
the egnditions, and I propose to see it 
through, but success will only be 
achieved if I succeed in convincing 
you and the employees of the Cana- 
dian National Railways that you and 
they are justified in placing your con- 
fidence in the officers who administer 
the property and myself, It will re- 
quire a high degree of teamwork on 
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the part of those 


the 


railroad, coupled with the support of 
the public, I ask no favors, but 
simply a clear fleld and a sporting 
chanee, ‘The success of the Canadian 
National Railways {s sufficiently im 
portant to every citizen of the Do- 
minion to justify an appeal for at 
least fair play.

“lost” persons. whose relatives claim 
for them American citizenship, and for 
whom search is being made by repro- 
sentatives of the American Relief Ad- 
ministration.

& year ago, one of. the conditions 
being that all American eltizens 
who desired to quit the country 
should be allowed to do so, 214 per 
sons who had established their Amer 
ican citizenship, haye left, most of 
them for the United States. -Late in 
September there’ were about 100 
other persons awaiting completion of 
the necessary repatriation operations. 
In many cases these require weeks, 
and often month®, owing to various 
routine matters connected with pass- 
port requirements.
